Thus the very men against whom the 
tradesmen sought to be protected an 
permitted to escape the operations o 
the law, which, in the opinion of tne 
attorney general, in a fatal defect. 
It 


would be as reasonable to permit doc 
tors who have few patients and nol 
fully occupied with practice to escape 
examination, as to allow some of the 
horseshoers to escape. 


The new law will ulearly let the fel 


lows escape whom it was intended to 
catch and will not accomplish what 
the horseshoers sought to accomplish 
by it when they asked for its passage 
The attorney general is reported as 
having some thought of bringing pro 
ceedings in the supreme court to have 
it declared invalid, and as the govern 
or has not yet appointed the board he 
is not likely to act under the law 
Even if the board were appointed 
there would be nothing to hinder a 
good many or ;ill of the horseshoers 
in the state from adding some other 
line oi' blacksiuithtng to thsir business 
and claiming exemption from the ex 
animations because of not devoting 
their entire time to horseshoeing, and 
the board of examiners would have 
little excuse for existence unless it be 
to draw pay and hold ollice, which 
from a Republican standpoint is gen- 
erally regarded as the best of reasons 
for creating boards. 


The demand for boards of examina- 


tion during the session of the last leg- 
islature and that of its predecessor 
was great and went to such an extent 
that even some of the Republican pa- 


flhicli art- expected to support 


any measure to create a new otJice 
were compelled to cry out against the 
tendency of the times. During the last 
session trie barbers of the state want- 
ed a board of examiners for their pro- 
fession created, and the legislature 
did create a board of examiners for 
embalmers, so that there is now no 
danger of a body being subjected to 
malpractice at the hands of an Incom- 
petent embalmer.
